Fire Destroys 
Hangar and 5 


Mail Planes 


Fire believed to have started from an 
overheated boiler completely destroyed 
a large hangar and five new mail serv- 
ice airplanes at the government field. 
in Maywood yesterday. The loss is 
estimated at $174,000 by E. C. Richard, 
manager of the field. 

All of the machines were to have 
been placed in service for the first 
time today. Their loss, according to 
Mr. Richard, will in no wise hamper 
the air mail service, there being a suffi- 
cient number of other planes available 
to make the regular trips. 


Watchman Builds Fire. : 

Thomas Rickard, watchman, was the 
only emloyé on the field at the time. 
He built a fire in the boiler at 11 o’clock 
to warm up the hangar, the largest of 
three. It is believed the boiler became 
overheated in his absence and set fire 
to one of the planes. 

When the flames reached the fuel 
tank of the plane there was an explo- 
sion and flames shot twenty feet in 
the air. Rickard telephoned a frantic 
appeal for aid and fire fighting appa- 
ratus was rushed from Maywood, Oak 
Park and Forest Park. 

Qne after another the fuel tanks of 
the other planes, each with a capacity 
of sixty-four gallons, ignited and ex- 
ploded, sending out great spurts of 
flame, capped by rolls of heavy smoke 
from burning barrels of lubricating oil. 


500 Gallons Endangered. 

When the firemen arrived the han- 
gar, constructed of wood, was a mass 
of flames. Three streams of water 
were played upon it, but the fire fight- 
ers’ main efforts were devoted to pre-| , 
venting the fire from reaching the fuel 
shed 100 feet away, in which was 
stored 500 gallons of gasoline.

Arenit you 
aware that e factories. are mostly 
idle and your great industries are still 
to be as the result? You call your. 
selves the proletariat; but unless unity 
is reéstablished there is no such thing 
as the proletariat at all.” 

_ Grain of Hope. 
M. Lenin told his hearer, however, 
that the trade figures for the latter 
part of the year proved that there had 


been a real improvement in the eco-} 


nomic situation, although the process 
was bound to be gradual. For a mo- 
ment he touched one of the vital 
points of the economic situation by the 
suggestion that it was necessary to 
pass yet more laws'to stimulate for- 
eign trade ‘and encourage foreigners, 
whether as merchants.abroad or in 
Russia, to engage intindustrial enter- 
prises. This indicates M. Lenin feels 
assured of the loyalty of ‘his followers.

PRO BONO PUBLICI. 

The above may be hog latin, but it’s horse sense. | 
We translate it to our purpose as meaning, “ For 
a Soldier’s Bonus for the Good of the Public.” | 
The nation needs the good will of contented war 
veterans for its own good. These are the men 
upon whom it has called in time of need to save it | 
from ruin. They or their-children are the men} 
upon whom it must rely, in peace or war, to pre- 
serve its institutions and integrity. It cannot safe- 
ly or properly rely upon them if it leaves them | 


with a conviction that it treats them unjustly, , 
that it demands in persona! sacrifice more than it | 
gives in security, liberty, opportunity, and pride 
and faith in country, for themselves and their 
families. 

There is little doubt that such a conviction exists 
in the hearts of many American veterans of the 
world war today. Whether it is perfectly well | 
founded is beside the point. It exists, and so is a 
weakening influence in our national life. Whether 
a bonus, or adjusted compensation, as it is better | 
ealled, will relieve the actual need is also beside 
the point. It will convince the men that their 
country is willing and anxious to play square with | 
them. That, perhaps, is more important to national | 
welfare and of more advantage than the threat: | 
ened shock to business through providing a bonus. 
is a disadvantage. od 

That the proposed bonus wil] not relieve all need, 
that many of the men will soon find themselves 
again in straits, and come back for more, is not 
sufficient argument against it. We might as well 
argue that a Good Fellow is wrong in providing 
a poor family with Christmas dinner because the 
family may be in as great need at Easter. We at 
least relieve the pressure temporarily, and, what is 
more important in the woldiers’ case, prove that as 


a nation we are not ingrates. That binds us to- é 


gether and strengthens us. 

The veterans have shown themselves reason- 
able. Now, through the American Legion officials 
who helped to write the proposals for adjusted 
compensation before congress, they are showing 
themselves wise. They are not asking for a cash 
handout of large amount to every one of our more’ 
than 4,000,000 veterans. They have suggested 
alternatives, which will help the ambitious to their 
feet, provide for future benefits at no added cost | 
but with greater ease to the government, and 
specify cash payments only to those whose im- | 
mediate needs appear more urgent than their 
future possibilities. Adjusted compensation under- 
taken in that. spirit is, we believe, for the good of 


public sacrifice. The war itself was a sacrifice, but 
it was undertaken for the good of the public. 


THE SUBMARINE. 


The debate over the submarine raises some in- 
teresting questions which have been touched upon 
in these columns from time to time, especially | 
during the years of submarine controversy / 
culminating in our declaration of war with Ger- 
many. 

THE TRIBUNE then insisted that our government 
should not commit itself to a doctrine which later 
would be cited against our interest. In our view, 
which is that taken now by our delegation, the 


tion between an enemy’s home and a base jt might 
succeed in establishing on this continent or with- 
in ‘striking distance of our shores or possessions. 
We considered, and it is now contendéd by our 
delegation, that the submarine is especially a 
weapon of defense and a legitimate arm for a na- 
tion like ours maintaining a nonaggressive policy. 

The British position is quite understandable and 
based like our own and that of France and Italy 
on considerations of self-interest. Possessing the 
greatest of merchant marines and the greatest 
fleet of surface craft, it is natural that Great 
Britain should seek to outlaw a weapon so efficient | 
against merchant craft and against the long dis- | 
tance communications upon which the British 
islands depend for supply and for effective strategy 
in war. 

There is an opposition of interest which ought 
not be concealed by a pretense of moral considera- 
tions. It is not pleasant to think of attacks upon 
unarmed merchantmen, especially passenger craft, | 
but war is not pleasant and the attempt to draw a 
line of distinction between supply and military op- 
eration is not persuasive in view of the fact that 
modern war involves and relies upon an organiza- 
tion and untilization of whole nations. Men en- 
gaged in supplying a people who are devoting all 
their resources to the support of an army are in 
combatant service. 

How effective rules regulating the tactics of 
submarines may be, we cannot predict. Conven- 
tions to ameliorate warfare have had some effect, 
but they. have not withstood the pressure of mil- 
itary necessity and we think never will. The pub- 
lic opinion of the world will serve as restraint up 
to @ certain point, not thereafter, and rules in- 
tended to check the rise of effective forms of force, 

such as a submarine or gas, are either evaded or 
defied when a nation thinks victory is in the 
balance. 

Proposals for the prohibition of poteon gas or 
the submarine get their force from our humane in- 
stinct against the physical cruelty of war, but 
they are not well supported by reason or ex- 
perience. The most practical objection to them is 
based on the realization that such prohibitions do 
not prohibit, but on the contrary put a premium on 
their evasion and give advantage to the most un- 
scrupulous or, at any rate, the most desperate.

There used to be in this country some things 
bureaucracy and even bigotry kept their hands off, 
and one was the issue of religious faith and 
observance. Evidently that day of reason has 
gone. 

If Mr. Haynes’ tentative approval becomes fixed 
and an attempt is made to carry it into effect, 
all the priests and rabbis of New York City will be 
in jail, and the people of the churches and syna- 
gogues will be storming the walls. 


It is all a piece of the same bolt of goods, and 


it is from this bolt of goods that strips are being 
cut to bind American liberties. We wonder if the 
aggressors know or care where this will end. 


HOW LENIN RULES. 


The retreat of the bolshevist rulers of Russia 
from communism continues. Lenin calls it a stra- 
tegic retreat; that is, it involves no concession in 
theory from doctrinal communism. Fanaticism 
will believe what it likes to believe, but Lenin is 


compelled to deal with realities. The Communist 
experiment has failed miserably and the failure 


cannot be explained away except to Communists, 
who think if facts are against them so much the 
worse for the facts. The new economic program 
admits capitalism and private initiative into the 
reconstruction of Russia because there can be no 
reconstruction without them, Lenin excuses and 
explains to his fellow doctrinaires, but is responsi- 
ble for results. As a ruler he makes concessions 
in action essential to his continuance in control. 

But if he finds it necessary to compromise with 
economic necessity he has not yet been compelled 
to concede, anything politically.. In fact, his eco- 
nomic concessions are giving him a longer lease of 
power. If he stood pat upon his doctrinal program 
he would fall, and he does not intend to fall if 
he can help it. 

He jettisons his principles or at least his Com- 
munist program for the sake of saving his power. 
That remains because Lenin is a masterful man 
whose fanaticism is tempered by his sense of the 
realities of rule. He knows well that his rule is 
based not on a doctrine but on force. From the 
first he has understood this, and it was because 
he understood it that he rose amid chaos and con- 
trolled events as the moderates could not do. 

At this stage he retains the Red army and that 
formidable organization, the Cheka, which controls 
the army. While they are loyal he can concede 
what he pleases, and it is evidently necessary to 
concede more and more as the results of Commu- 
nist fallacies accumulate, But Russia now repre- 
sents not a revolution but a new form of autocracy, 
a dictatorship not of the proletariat but of a 
pretorian guard. Perhaps this is necessary at this 
stage, but meanwhile the peoples of the world have 
had a striking demonstration of the unsoundness of 
Communism and its unfitness to sustain a society 
on the modern plane of civilization. Lenin may 


continue to‘rule Russia until he dies, but his doc- | 


trine is already dead among intelligent peoples. 
He survives upon naked force, force organized and 
subsidized, a czar in all but his title and the ritual 
which clothes his power.

Those engaged in handling the powder 
were apt to become infected with pus 
cocci found on all skins.

that evening found a tick on her hip. 
She pulled it off. I painted the spot 
with fodine, which she said relieved the 
soreness and it seemed all right. 

“ However, a few weeks later a lump 
appeared, larger than a pea and dark 
red. I -sterilized a needle, opened the 
lump, and let out the dark biood, and 
painted the spot with iodine. 

“ Have repeated this operation three 
or four times. What causes this? Could 
it be possible the tick head is in the 
little lump? If so, what would you ad- 
vise doing for it? My daughter has 
good health.”

In pulling a tick off there is more than an 
even chance that the head will be left behind. 
My guess is that this happened here. 

There is no danger of tick paralysis now. 
Probably it will not be necessary or advisable 
to do anything. At most, incising the spot 
and scraping it may be advised.

H. EB. 8. writes: ‘“ The cuticle on the 
ends of my fingers is unduly thick, and 
just as soon as cool weather comes this 
cuticle splits open to the quick at the 
corners of my nails.

_ ILLINOIS FISHES PRODUCE 
MUCH REVENUE. 


HE scrappy black bass 
fighting “pick” furnish all kinds 
of sport for anglers in this state, 
but there are also many edible 

fishes in Illinois that every year yield 
a neat piece of money to the commer- 
cial fishermen. In fact, few of us real- 


00 ize just how much revenue is derived 


from the finny tribes inhabiting the 
lakes and streams of Illinols. 


We have more than 150 species of 
fishes in Illinois, about 36 of which 
are marketable and have a pretty def- 
inite value as food. There are many 
more, of course, which are good to 
eat, but aré either ‘not popular or 
abundant enough to be of much com- 
mercial value. 


. According to statistics of the last 
census the European carp brought in 
the most coin to the “money” fishcr- 
men as $244,322 worth of carp was 
taken from our rivers and sold in the 
markets. Many anglers would just as 
soon see that figure 
not many fishing fans hate much love 
for the carp. Buffalo came next with 
$111,707 worth sold. Catfishes and 
bullheads yielded $68,535 and so on 
down to the wall-eyed pike, wages 
brought in only $1, 174. ; 


If you were to list the first nine 
Illinois fishes, first in their abundance 
in the markets and in quality and pop- 
ularity, the lineup would go so0me- 
thing like this: Whitefish, lake trout, 
blue cat, channel cat, mud cat, com. 
mon pike, white crappie, black crappie 
and blue-gill. If it were a popularity 
contest from the standpoint of the 
bait or fly caster the small mouth and 
big mouth bass would be right at the 
top of the column, but these two fish
